“American Diary, the Observa- 
tins of a European Philosopher” by 
Paul Schrecker appears in the last 


The author, an eminent European 
historian, traveled through the Uni- 
ted States this past summer and, 
with the supreme confidence born 
of a 90-day tour through cities and 
universities, relates his reactions to 
American education and _ civiliza- 
tion in a series of three articles. 
Dr. Schrecker’s thesis seems to be 
that American civilization is not 
determined in the various regions 


imposed from above with the re- 


mine. He laments that the various 
sections of the country do _ not 
maintain completely different ci- | 
vilizations as do the countries of 
up a few 
thanksgivings that they don’t. 
Schrecker visited the University of 
California at Berkeley and ap- 
proved the Bancroft Library be- 
cause it “containg a unique collec- 
tion of manuscript material relative 
to Western and Southwestern his- 
tory.” He writes, “such regional fo- 


ought to be established and encour- 
aged everywhere. They are, to my 
mind, the adequate antidote against 
the virus of uniformity in Ameri- 
can civilization.” Regional histori- 
cal studies are interesting as small 
pieces fitted into the national his- 
tory but the past years have dem- 


onstrated that it is clear national

Attending a rehearsal of the 
Menlo Player’s Guild and watching 
Clay Gaines direct the members of 


the group in their current play, 
“Mad Hatters,’ made me _ realize 
that amateur theatricals are no 


new thing in Menlo Park, As far 
as I can remember and I can re- 
member a long way back, we have 
haq a group of amateur players in 
this town. 

One of the first dramatic groups 
I can recall, gave performances in 
our barn. We wrote, staged and di- 
rected our own plays. The admis- 
sion fee was an empty kerosene 
can. The junk man gave us five 
cents for them. I have forgotten 
most of the plays, but I have good 
reason to remember the last one we 
produced. It was a dramatic story 
of frontier life and we had one boy 
playing a wounded Indian. We 
wrapped him in an old horse blank- 
et and tied turkey tail feathers on 
his head. His face and hands were 
sunburned dark enough to pass as 
an Indian, but at the last minute, 
we decided that his feet were too 
white. We tried plastering them 
with mud, but it dried and fell off. 
A few minutes before the play was 
due to start, I suddenly had an in- 
spiration and got the iodine from 
my mother’s medicine closet. We 
gave his feet two or three coats 
for good measvre. The youngster 
got on the stare just about the 
time the stuff began to burn. He 
fair’'y sizzled. That kid gave an 
impersonetion of a wounded In- 
dian that would have been a credit 
to a Barrymore. His mother had to 
soak him in melted lard and my 
mother pave me a thrashing that I 
can remember to this day. That 
ended our amateur groups for 
keeps. 
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I think the first group to do any- 
thing along amateur theatrical 
lines in Menlo Park was composed 
of young people who were mem- 
bers of the Presbyterian church. 


|Mrs. Stanford was a member of 


and took a great interest in this 
church. In early days a choir was 
formed and Mrs. Stanford arrang- 


from San Jose to instruct the sing- 
ers. On one occasion, just before 
the Stanfords left for a trip to 
Europe, the choir prepared a pro- 
gram qf song numbers anti the 
Stanfords and their house guests 
too, came over and spent the eve- 
ning listening to the outdoor con- 
cert. 

Afterwards, from time to time, 
members of this church gave plays 
in which members of their congre- 
gation took part. Within the last 
few months this group presented a 
“Gay Nineties” evening—costuming 
the cast correctly to the minutest 
detail. Active in the Presbyterian 
church dramatics, past and pre- 
sent we find, Etta McDonald, Mrs. 
Martin Johnson, Mrs. Jack Glunz, 
Mavis Cleveland, Helen Wild, Pa- 
tricia Neilson, Melba Terhune, Paul 
Bearce, Mr, and Mrs. Paul Bryant 
and others. 

As far back as I can remember, 
we always had some sort of enter- 
tainment on St. Patrick’s Day. For 
a long time these affairs were held 
in old Triumph Hall or in Duff & 
Doyle’s Hall. Later, Nativity Hall 
was built on the church property 
and from then on all entertain- 
ments were given there. The resi- 
dent pastor was extremely proud 
of this building and was given ra- 
ther a jolt when he showed it to 
Father Yorke, who was visiting in 
Menlo at the time, to have his 
guest remark, “All you need on it 
is a sign ‘William Lyons—Hay and 
Grain’”. It certainly is not an ar- 
chitect’s dream of the Renaissance, 
but we have had a lot of fun in 
that old building. 

When Louise Daly lived in Men- 
lo Park, she took part in and di- 
rected most of the plays. Her work 
was far above that of the average 
amateur even judging by today’s 
standards. She was a marvelous 
mimic and clever at dialects. She 
excelled in comedy and _ usually 
played opposite a man named Tay- 
lor. I wish I could remember his 
first name. He was English and a 
rather meek looking little man who 
played a stage Englishman with 
rare humour, They were a great 
team. 

After Nativity Hall was built, a 
group got together and gave plays 
for special occasions. It was the 
most informed group imaginable— 
it had no president or any other of- 
ficer, no laws—“‘by” or otherwise, 
no constitution, no board of direc- 
tors and no dues, just a crowd of 
people who wanted to act. Some- 
one said, “Let’s give a play” and 
they were off. As a rule, they had 
no director, though several times, 
if he happened to be interested in 
that sort of thing, the pastor would

so for long speeches, they always 
seated him at a table with his 
book lying in an open drawer 
where the audience couldn’t sce it.

One of the most beautiful pro- 
ductions ever given in Menlo Park, 
was the “Rose Fete” staged and di- 
rected by the late Mrs. James O’- 
Keefe, Sr. It was a lovely pageant 
of beauty and colour. Anyone who 
saw the Rose Dance and the Tall 
Top Hat number in that production 
will not forget them. 

Sometimes the comedy spots in 
the plays given by this crowd were 
not rehearsed. In one production, 
the hero was supposed to crawl 
from a battlefield and die quietly 
on the stage at the feet of his 
leading lady. His performance at 
the dress rehearsal was singularly 
lack lustre and the rest of the cast 
bluntly told him so. He answered 
he was saving his acting for the 
actual performance. He wasn’t kid- 
ding. The night of the play, he 
tore on the stage with a bad case 
of blind staggers and pulled from 
his chest, a foot-long rubber knife 
smeared with tomato juice. He was 
covered with tomato juice from 
head to foot. He took wild leaps 
into the air and fell each time 
with a crash to the floor, roaring 
like a bull elephant. 

Frances Casey was playing his 
heroine and she sat literally frozen 
to her chair.

We tried plastering them 
with mud, but it dried and fell off. 
A few minutes before the play was 
due to start, I suddenly had an in- 
spiration and got the iodine from 
my mother’s medicine closet. We 
gave his feet two or three coats 
for good measvre. The youngster 
got on the stare just about the 
time the stuff began to burn. He 
fair'y sizzled. That kid gave ean 
impersonetion of a wounded In- 
dian thst would have been a credit 
to a Barrymore.

We 
wrapped him in an old horse blank- 
et and tied turkey tail feathers on 
his head. His face and hands were 
sunburned dark enough to pass as 
an Indian, but at the last minute, 
we decided that his feet were too 
white. We tried plastering them 
with mud, but it dried and fell off. 
A few minutes before the play was 
due to start, I suddenly had an in- 
spiration and got the iodine from 
my mother’s medicine closet. We 
gave his feet two or three coats 
for good measure. The youngster 
got on the stare just about the 
time the stuff began to burn. He 
fair’'y sizzied.

kindly, happy-go-lucky _ lot. They 
grouse about the government, poli- 
tics, climate and taxes, but when 
it comes to a showdown in big or 
little matters they always “come 
through.” 

Just a little incident on a Grey- 
hound bus the other night is proof 
of what I mean.

In a flash, everyone on that bus 
forgot his troubles. Someone sug- 
gested that the two long seats in 
the rear of the bus be cleared. In 
no time at all the two boys were 
stretched out, overcoats were placed 
under their heads for pillows and 
before the bus left San Francisco, 
they were both fast asleep. Ameri- 
cans do a lot of grumbling but they 
can snap out of that attitude in a 
hurry.

Attending a rehearsal of the

new thing in Menlo Park. As far 
as I can remember and I can re- 
member a long way back, we have 
had a group of amateur players in 
this town. 

One of the first dramatic groups 
I can recall, gave performances in 
our barn. We wrote, staged and di- 
rected our own plays. The admis- 
sion fee was an empty kerosene 
can. The junk man gave us five 
cents for them. I have forgotten 
most of the plays, but I have good 
reason to remember the last one we 
produced. It was a dramatic story 
of frontier life and we had one boy 
playing a wounded Indian. We 
wrapped him in an old horse blank- 
et and tied turkey tail feathers on 
his head. His face and hands were 
sunburned dark enough to pass as 
an Indian, but at the last minute, 
we decided that his feet were too 
white. We tried plastering them 
with mud, but it dried and fell off. 
A few minutes before the play was | 
due to start, I suddenly had an in- 
spiration and got the iodine from 
my mother’s medicine closet. We 
gave his feet two or three coats 
for good measure. The youngster 
got on the stare just about the 
time the stuff began to burn. He 
fair'y sizzled. That kid gave an 
impersonetion of a wounded In- 
dian thst would have been a credit 
to a Barrymore. His mother had to 
soak him in melted lard and my 
mother pave me a thrashing that I 
Can remember to this day. That 
ended our amateur groups for 
keeps.

I think the first group to do any- 
thing along amateur theatrical 
lines in Menlo Park was composed 
of young people who were mem- 
bers of the Presbyterian church.

from San Jose to instruct the sing- 
ers. On one occasion, just before 
the Stanfords left for a trip to 
Europe, the choir prepared a pro- 
gram qf song numbers and the 
Stanfords and their house guests 
too, came over and spent the eve- 
ning listening to the outdoor con- 
cert. 

Afterwards, from time to time, 
members of this church gave plays 
in which members of their congre- 
gation took part. Within the last 
few months this group presented a 
“Gay Nineties” evening—costuming 
the cast correctly to the minutest 
detail. Active in the Presbyterian 
church dramatics, past and pre- 
sent we find, Etta McDonald, Mrs. 
Martin Johnson, Mrs. Jack Glunz, 
Mavis Cleveland, Helen Wild, Pa- 
tricia Neilson, Melba Terhune, Paul 
Bearce, Mr. and Mrs. Paul Bryant 
and others. 

As far back as I can remember, 
we always had some sort of enter- 
tainment on St. Patrick’s Day. For 
a long time these affairs were held 
in old Triumph Hall or in Duff & 


Doyle’s Hall. Later, Nativity Hall | 


was built on the church property 
and from then on all entertain- 
ments were given there. The resi- 
dent pastor was extremely proud 
of this building and was given ra- 
ther a jolt when he showed it to 
Father Yorke, who was visiting in 
Menlo at the time, to have his 
guest remark, “All you need on it 
is a sion ‘William Lyons—Hay and 
Grain’”. It certainly is not an ar- 
chitect’s dream of the Renaissance, 
but we have had a lot of fun in 
that old building. 


When Louise Daly lived in Men- | 


lo Park, she took part in and di- 
rected most of the plays. Her work 
was far above that of the average 
amateur even judging by today’s 
standards. She was a marvelous 
mimic and clever at dialects. She 
excelled in comedy and_ usually 
played opposite a man named Tay- 
lor. I wish I could remember his 
first name. He was English and a 
rather meek looking little man who 
played a stage Englishman with 
rare humour, They were a great 
team. 


After Nativity Hall was built, a 


group got together and gave plays | 


for special occasions. It was the 
most informed group imaginable— 
it had no president or any other of- 
ficer, no laws—“by” or otherwise, 
no constitution, no board of direc- 
tors and no dues, just a crowd of 
people who wanted to act. Some- 
one said, “Let’s give a play” and 
they were off. As a rule, they had 
no director, though several times, 
if he happened to be interested in

kindly, happy-go-lucky lot. They 
grouse about the government, poli- 
tics, climate and taxes, but when 
it comes to a showdown in big or 
little matters they always “come 
through.” 

Just a little incident on a Grey- 
hound bus the other night is proof 
of what I mean. The bus was late 
in starting, it was hot, the windows 
wouldn’t open, some of us couldn’t 
get seats, all of us were complain- 
ing. Just at this point two sailors 
came aboard. Just kids. They were 
on the last lap of a 2,000-mile trip 
and they were so sleepy they could 
hardly keep their eyes open. 

In a flash, everyone on that bus 
forgot his troubles. Someone sug- 
gested that the two long seats in 
the rear of the bus be cleared. In 
no time at all the two boys were 
stretched out, overcoats were placed 
under their heads for pillows and 
before the bus left San Francisco, 
they were both fast asleep. Ameri- 
cans do a lot of grumbling but they 
can snap out of that attitude in a 
hurry.

Attending a rehearsal of the 
Menlo Player's Guild and watching 
Clay Gaines direct the members of 


the group in their current play, 
“Mad Hatters,’ made me _ realize 
that amateur theatricals are no 


new thing in Menlo Park, As far 
as I can remember and I can re- 
member a long way back, we have 
haq a group of amateur players in 
this town. 

One of the first dramatic groups 
I can recall, gave performances in 
our barn. We wrote, staged and di- 
rected our own plays. The admis- 
sion fee was an empty kerosene 
can. The junk man gave us five 
cents for them. I have forgotten 
most of the plays, but I have good 
reason to remember the last one we 
produced. It was a dramatic story 
of frontier life and we had one boy 
playing a wounded Indian. We 
wrapped him in an old horse blank- 
et and tied turkey tail feathers on 
his head. His face and hands were 
sunburned dark enough to pass as 
an Indian, but at the last minute, 
we decided that his feet were too 
white. We tried plastering them 
with mud, but it dried and fell off. 
A few minutes before the play was 
due to start, I suddenly had an in- 
spiration and got the iodine from 
my mother’s medicine closet. We 
gave his feet two or three coats 
for good measvre. The youngster 
got on the stare just about the 
time the stuff began to burn. He 
fair'y sizzled. That kid gave an 
impersonetion of a wounded In- 
dian thet would have been a credit 
to a Barrymore. His mother had to 
soak him in melted lard and my 
mother gave me a thrashing that I 


can remember to this day. That 
ended our amateur groups for 
keeps. 
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I think the first group to do any- 
thing along amateur theatrical 
lines in Menlo Park was composed 
of young people who were mem- 
bers of the Presbyterian church. 
Mrs. Stanford was a member of 
and took a great interest in this 


church. In early days a choir was | 


formed and Mrs. Stanford arrang- 
ed for a singing teacher to come 
from San Jose to instruct the sing- 
ers. On one occasion, just before 
the Stanfords left for a trip to 
Europe, the choir prepared a pro- 
gram qf song numbers antl the 
Stanfords and their house guests 
too, came over and spent the eve- 
ning listening to the outdoor con- 
cert. 

Afterwards, from time to time, 
members of this church gave plays 
in which members of their congre- 
gation took part. Within the last 
few months this group presented a 
“Gay Nineties” evening—costuming 
the cast correctly to the minutest 
detail. Active in the Presbyterian 
church dramatics, past and pre- 
sent we find, Etta McDonald, Mrs. 
Martin Johnson, Mrs. Jack Glunz, 
Mavis Cleveland, Helen Wild, Pa- 
tricia Neilson, Melba Terhune, Paul 
Bearce, Mr, and Mrs. Paul Bryant 
and others. 

As far back as I can remember, 


we always had some sort of enter- | 


tainment on St. Patrick’s Day. For 
a long time these affairs were held 
in old Triumph Hall or in Duff & 
Doyle’s Hall. Later, Nativity Hall 
was built on the church property 
and from then on all entertain- 
ments were given there. The resi- 
dent pastor was extremely proud 
of this building and was given ra- |

After Nativity Hall was built, a 
group got together and gave plays 
for special occasions. It was the 
most informed group imaginable— 
it had no president or any other of- 
ficer, no laws—“by” or otherwise, 
no constitution, no board of direc- 
tors and no dues, just a crowd of 
people who wanted to act. Some- 
one said, “Let’s give a play’ and 
they were off. As a rule, they had 
no director, though several times,
